A poet once said something to the effect that statues may be 
grand, but they are hot the life for which they stand. 

Most all of St. Joe’s students have heard the name of Father 
August Seifert, C. PP. S., and have seen his statue that stands in 
vigil before the hall that was named after him. Many who have 
seen this monument have no doubt wondered what type of man was 
the first Rector of St. Joseph’s College. 

Two prominent faculty members were fortunate enough to 
be acquainted with this man. They were students under Father 
Seifert, and later close acquaintances. The Rev. Ildephonse Rapp, 

C. PP. S., and the Rev. Sylvester Hartman, C. PP. S., tell of a 
man St. Joe students can be well proud of as well as can the 
school he labored so arduously to build and manage in its early 
years. 

These men knew Father Seifert as a man. In those days he was 
practically the sole manager of St. Joseph’s. He held the office of 
rector, dean of students, procurator, and prefect of religious students. 

In addition, he was busy as a professor teaching classes. 

Though he was kind and solicitous for the students’ welfare, 

Father Seifert was -a strict disciplinarian. He got things done. 

One had to march in step or fall out of line. He could not be 
bluffed. He demanded that one produce or leave the premises. 

More than this, Father Seifert was a priestly priest. His learn - 
* ing was matched by deep piety and the edifying religious example 
that he gave to the students. Father Rapp says that to witness him 
making the Way of the Cross was an experience unforgettable. It 
was a familiar sight to see 'him going up and down the corridor of 
the administration building saying the beads. Father Seifert was 
every inch a man of God. 

Father Seifert was of tall and soldierly stature. His ap- 
pearance “put the fear of God” into the students but never <flf- V
